not infrequently denied " 


No figures have been prepared in recent v ears 


lelative to increasing court costs Neither 1 -is there 
been any effort to obtain correct compilations on 1he 
greater expense of legal services In the last tvventy- 
frve jears these have grown more.costly constantly 
until the poor man has been practicallj forced out ot 
the courts, IE he has to rel< upon his own resources 


It was this situation which led to the establish- 


ment of free legal aid bureaus and public defenders 
In a great manv American cities 
In some instance*, 


federal state and municipal agencies are cam ing a 
part of this responsibilltv There Is doubtless some 
duplication of effort, Which could be eliminated if a 
careful studj was made But the tree legal aid bureau 
is an agency which has come to stay and v hlch, if
